CHAP.  I. 


Br-L AW  to  raise  certain  sumn  by  taxes,  for  purposes  thcrcir 
lULMitioiieJ,  by  levying;  taxis,  inul  to  repeal  all  existing  ■ 
Uy-L:i\v.s  relative  to  the  levying  ol" taxes,  fur  1844. 

WiiF.nEAs  it  UJ  necessary  to  raise  means  for  distriet  purposes,  Bo 
it  cnaeted  by  tbeAVarden-^lnd  Countil  of  the  M)istriet  of  Huron 
in  Coinieil  assen|M|K'uniler  and  by  virtue  of  a  certain  Aet  of  thp 
Parliament  of  Clromla,  passed  in  the  4t!i  and  5th  years  of  the 
reijj;n  of  her  present  Majesty,  entitled  "  An  Aet  ta  provide  for  the 
"  better  internal  (iovernment  of  that  part  of  this  Profinee  whieh 
"  formerly  constituted  the  Province  «f  Upper  Canada,  by  the  cata- 
'"blishment  of  Local  or  Municipal  Authorities  therein,"  and  it  is 
hereby  enacted  by  the  autliority  of  the  s.iiu?,  That  all  By-Laws 
passed  by  this  Council  raising  or  levying  any  taxes,  be  and  arc 
hereby  repealed. 

2.  Ani  ba  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That 
the  sum  of  six  hundred  pounds  be  raised  for  the  administration 
of  justice  and  expenses  connected  therewith,  by  a  tax  of  one-eig'.ith 
of  one  penny  per  acre  on  all  lands  in  thj  distriet  liable  to  pay  taxes, 
and  one-eighth  of  one  peluiy  in  the  pound  on  all  ratable  or  personal 
property.  , 

3.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That 
the  sum  of  live  hundred  pounds  be  raised  for  the  support  of 
common  schools  in  the  distriet  by  a  tax  of  one-eij];hth  of  a  pi'uny 
per  acre  on  all  lands  in  the  district  liable  to  pay  taxes,  and  o:ie- 
eighth  of  a  penny  in  the  pound  on  all  ratable  or  personal  pro^)erty 
in  the  district. 

4.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That 
the  sum  of  two  thousand  nine  hundred  pounds  be  raised  to  pay

to  pay  taxc«,  and  three  furthingi  in  the  pound  on  all  ratable  or 
pcnonal  property  in  the  di»»tritt. 

«."  And  be  it  further  unacted  by  the  authority  aforoiiaid,  That 
tho  cxpenutJi  of  levying  und  eollecting  and  nuumging  the  riitei  and 
taxes  hereby  iinpoied,  foMa  the  first  charge  on  the  amount  to  bo 
.raiflcd.  \ 

6.  And  be  it  further  exacted  by  tlio  authority  aforesaid,  That 
this  By-I^aw  be  in  force  fof  the  year  1844  and  no  longer.

Warden  and 
Council  for  the  Distriet  of  Huron;- constituted  and  assembled  under

Bt-Law  to  raise  five  pounds  eighteen  shillings  and  ten  pence, 
for  the  repairs  of  and  furnishings  to  the  School- house, 
in  7  th  School  Division,  in  the  Township  of  Goderich. 

WnERFAS,  in  compliance  with  the  prayer  of  the  petition  of  the 
trustees  of  the  seveiith  school  division  in  the  township  cf  Goderich, 
it  is  necessary  and  expedient  to  raise  the  sum  of  five  pounds 
eighteen  shillings  and  ten-pence,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Warden 
and  Council  af  the  District  of  Huron  in  Council  assembled,  under 
and, by  virtue  of  an  Act  of  the  Provincial  Parliament,- entitled 
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"  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  better  internal  Government  of  that 
"part  of  this  Province  which  for^ticrly  constituted  tlic  Province 
"of  Upper  Canada,  by  the  cstablislunent  of  Local  or  Miinicijwl 
"  Authorities  therein,"  and  it  is  liercbv  enacted  bv  tlie  aiitlioritv  of 
the  same,  That  tlic  trustees  of  tiie  seventh  school  division  aforesaid 
be  lieri by  empowered  and  reiiuirid  to  levy  siicli  rates  and  taxes  as 
by  the  a'Jtli  section  of  ti)e  4th  iS:  otli  Victoria,  chap.  10,  dirrctcd,  to 
the  extent  of  the  prayer  of  tlio  petition  of  tlic  said  trnstces,  viz., 
five  poiuids  eijihteen  shillings  and  ten-pence.
